SENIOR  CLASS  TO  HAVE  REPRESENTATION 
ON  ALUMNI  BOARD 

The  1947-48  senior  class  will  have  representation 
on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  alumni  association 
in  accordance  with  an  amendment  passed  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  alumni  association  which  was  held  in 
Shreveport  on  November  26. 

The  representative  from  the  senior  class  will  be 
selected  by  the  class  to  serve  for  a  period  of  one 
year.  This  representative  will  become  a  member  of 
the  board,  officially,  at  the  annual  spring  home- 
coming meeting  of  the  alumni  on  the  campus  during 
the  latter  part  of  May,  at  which  time  officers  for  the 
association  will  be  elected.  Whoever  is  elected  by  the 
senior  class,  junior  class  at  the  present  time,  will 
serve  until  May,  1948,  at  which  time  the  incoming 
senior  class  for  1948-49  will  have  elected  their  repre- 
sentative to  take  office  at  that  time. 

It  is  felt  by  the  alumni  association  that  much  good 
can  come  to  the  association  by  having  the  senior 
class  have  a  representative  on  the  board.  The  seniors 
themselves  will  have  a  better  opportunity  to  learn 
more  about  the  organization,  its  purposes  and  poli- 
cies, with  the  added  incentive  to  become  active  mem- 
bers of  the  association  after  graduation. 

Three  amendments  to  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws  of  the  alumni  association  were  passed  at  the 
November  meeting.  In  addition  to  the  amendment 
referrid  to  above  the  other  two  amendments  made 
provision  for  the  changing  of  the  name  of  the  alumni 
association  and  for  the  time  of  the  election  of  officers. 
Since  the  name  of  the  College  has  been  changed  from 
Louisiana  State  Normal  College  to  Northwestern 
State  College,  the  name  of  the  alumni  association 
was  changed  to  Northwestern  State  College  Alumni 
Association  to  conform  to  the  new  name  of  the  Col- 
lege. Previously,  the  election  of  officers  for  the  asso- 
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elation  was  held  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  alumni 
association  at  the  Louisiana  Teachers  Association 
meeting,  usually  held  in  November.  Since  the  pro- 
gram for  the  L.T.A.  has  been  so  full  and  the  various 
departmental  meetings  frequently  ran  overtime  be- 
fore adjourning,  it  became  very  difficult  for  a  great 
number  of  alumni  to  get  to  the  meetings  of  the 
alumni  association  to  participate  in  the  elections.  It 
was  deemed  advisable  to  change  the  time  of  the  elec- 
tion of  officers  to  the  annual  spring  homecoming 
held  on  the  campus  each  year,  usually  during  the 
graduation  exercises  at  the  end  of  the  spring  semes- 
ter.

Demons  in  Three-Way  Tie  for  L.I.C.  Basketball  Championship 
Will  Represent  District  in  S.I.A.A.  Meet 


Winning  the  home  game  with  South- 
western on  February  19,  the  Demon 
basketball  team  went  into  a  three-way 
tie  with  Southwestern  and  La.  Tech  for 
the  Louisiana  Intercollegiate  Confer- 
ence championship,  each  team  having 
the  same  number  of  wins  and  losses  in 
the  conference  games  played.  It  was 
agreed  by  the  coaches  and  directors  of 
athletics  at  the  three  schools  that,  since 
an  elimination  round  could  end  in  an- 
other tie,  the  three  colleges  would  be  co- 
champions.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the 
history  of  the  L.  I.  C.  that  three  basket- 
ball teams  have  ended  the  season  as 
co-champions. 

By  defeating  the  Gentlemen  from  Cen- 
tenary College  on  February  22,  the 
Demons  earned  the  right  to  represent, 
along  with  Delta  State  Teachers  College 
of  Mississippi,  this  district  in  the  South- 


ern Intercollegiate  Athletic  Association 
meet  to  be  held  in  Kentucky  in  March. 
With  an  S.I.A.A.  record  of  9  wins  and 
2  losses,  the  Demons  have  a  better  rec- 
ord than  of  any  other  Louisiana  team 
and  are  tied  with  Delta  Teachers  in  this 
district. 

THIRTY-FOURTH  SEASON  FOR 
COACH  H.   LEE  PRATHER 

This  season  marks  the  thirty-fourth 
year  that  Coach  Prather  has  coached 
basketball  here  at  the  College.  Begin- 
ning his  first  season  in  1913-14  he  has, 
perhaps,  served  longer  as  a  coach  of 
basketball  of  the  same  college  than  any 
other  man  in  the  entire  South.  At  the 
time  he  came  to  the  College  he  was 
coach  of  all  athletics — football,  basket- 
ball, track,  and  baseball.    He  served  in 


this  capacity  without  an  assistant  for  ap- 
proximately twenty  years,  until  Coach 
Harry  "Rags"  Turpin  was  selected  as 
assistant  coach.  Later,  he  turned  all 
coaching  over  to  Coach  Turpin  with  the 
exception  of  basketball,  which  he  has 
continued  to  coach  through  all  the  years. 

The  record  made  by  Coach  Prather 
through  the  34  years  of  coaching  college 
basketball  is  one  of  which  any  coach 
should  be  justly  proud.  While  all  the 
records  of  games  won  and  lost  are  not 
available,  we  have  been  able  to  get  the 
records  for  28  of  the  34  years.  These 
records  show  that  of  the  482  games 
played,  Prather's  teams  have  won  350 
and  lost  132,  or  figuring  on  a  percentage 
basis,  72.6%  of  all  games  played  have 
been  won.  In  only  two  of  the  28-year 
records  available  has  his  team  lost  more 
games  than  they  have  won.  In  1929-30 
and  in  1941-42  the  record  shows  8  wins 
against  11  losses  and  5  wins  against  11 
losses,  respectively. 

Some  interesting  statistics  garnered 
from    the    records    show   that    the    two

lowest  scores  of  any  two  games  were 
made  at  Lafayette  on  an  outdoor  court 
in  the  rain.  In  the  early  twenties  the 
score  of  one  game  was  Southwestern  4, 
Normal  3,  while  in  1914-15  the  next 
lowest  recorded  score  was  Normal  9, 
Southwestern  5.  The  highest  score  made 
by  a  Demon  team  was  made  in  a  game 
with  Magnolia  A.  &  M.  in  the  early 
thirties  when  the  Demons  scored  96 
points  (this  was  before  the  elimination 
of  the  center  jump  after  every  goal).

Ocie  Richie,  number  14,  and  Claude  Stoutamire,  number  13,  are  the  leading 
scorers  for  the  Demons.  Richie,  with  297  points  in  sixteen  games,  is  leading  the 
conference  in  points  scored,  while  Stoutamire,  with  over  two  hundred  points,  ranks 
about  third  in  the  conference.  On  the  basis  of  points  scored  per  game,  both  Richie 
and  Stoutamire  rank  well  up  among  the  leading  scorers  of  collegiate  circles  in  the 
South.  Scoring  30  points  in  a  game  with  Louisiana  College,  Richie  set  a  new  con- 
ference record  in  the  L.I.C.  for  points  scored  in  a  single  game.

Basketball  OFFiciating  Course  Held  on  Campus 


An  intensive  course  in  the  mechanics 
of  officiating  and  the  interpretation  of 
rules  for  basketball  games  was  offered 
on  the  campus  February  3-12  for  the 
benefit  of  all  interested  health  and  physi- 
cal education  majors,  prospective  bas- 
ketball coaches  and  officials,  and  regu- 
lar coaches  and  officials  of  basketball 
throughout  this  area.  This  course  was 
sponsored  by  the  Health  and  Physical 
Education  department  under  the  direct 
supervision  of  Coach  Alvin  Brown.  Coach 
H.  Lee  Prather  also  assisted  in  giving 
special  lectures  on  certain  phases  of 
officiating  at  basketball  games.  This 
course  was  designed  to  meet  the  need 
in  this  area  for  uniform  and  more  ac- 
ceptable officiating,  as  well  as  to  de- 
velop a  tentative  system  of  rating  of- 
ficials for  the  benefit  of  high  school 
coaches  in  securing  the  best  possible  of- 
ficials for  their  games. 

Forty-five  men  took  part  in  the  course 
and  will  be  rated  upon  the  basis  set  up 
by  the  officials  of  the  course.  The  of- 
ficials for  the  games  to  be  played  in 
the  Northwest  Louisiana  Basketball  Ral- 
ly will  be  selected  from  those  complet- 
ing the  course  with  the  highest  ranking 
as  officials.  Regulation  official  shirts 
will  be  awarded  the  top  eight  officials 
working  in  the  rally. 

The  tentative  rating  system  for  bas- 
ketball officials,  effective  in  1948,  has 
been  set  up  as  follows: 

1.  The  three  classes  of  officials  shall 
be  A,  AA,  and  AAA. 

2.  A  rating  card  good  for  one  year  will 
be  issued  to  all  qualified  officials. 

3.  An  official  may  renew  his  rating 
card  with  the  same  classification  held 
the  previous  year  by  taking  and  passing 
the  written  examination  for  the  current 
year  with  a  score  that  equals  the  mini- 
mtun  requirement  for  that  classification. 

4.  A  rating  sheet  including  the  names 
and  rating  of  all  qualified  officials  will 
be  distributed  in  the  area  served  by 
Northwestern  State  College. 

5.  Requirements  for  the  various  rat- 
ings are: 

Class  A  Official 

a.  Attend  five  of  the  six  meetings  of 
basketball  officiating  I. 

b.  Score  at  least  91%  on  written  ex- 
amination. 

c.  Make  satisfactory  score  on  perform- 
ance test  in  mechanics. 

d.  Work  satisfactorily  in  a  minimum 
of  15  intramural,  independent,  or  high 
school  games. 

e.  Own  regulation  official  shirt. 

Class  AA  Official 

a.  Candidates  for  Class  AA  official 
must  have  completed  all  requirements 
for  Class  A  rating. 

b.  Attend  five  of  the  six  meetings  in 
basketball  officiating  II. 

c.  Score  at  least  94%  on  written  ex- 
amination.

d.  Work  in  a  minimum  of  15  high 
school  games  after  becoming  Class  A 
official. 

e.  Be  rated  as  satisfactory  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  high  school  coaches  whose 
games  he  works. 

f.  Own  a  regulation  uniform  consist- 
ing of  shirts  and  pants. 

Class  AAA  Official 

a.  Candidates  for  Class  AAA  official 
must  have  completed  all  requirements 
for  Class  AA  rating. 

b.  Repeat  basketball  officiating  II,  at- 
tending at  least  five  of  the  six  meetings. 

c.  Score  at  least  97%  on  the  written 
examination. 

d.  Work  in  a  minimum  of  15  high 
school  games  after  becoming  Class  AA 
official. 

e.  Be  rated  as  satisfactory  by  three- 
fourths  of  the  high  school  coaches  whose 
games  he  worked. 

f.  Own  regulation  uniform  consisting 
of  shirt,  pants,  and  jacket. 


Baseball  Practice 
Gets  Under  Way 

For  the  first  time  since  pre-war  days. 
Northwestern  State  will  put  out  a  regu- 
lar college  baseball  team.  According  to 
Coach  Alvin  "Cracker"  Brown,  sixteen 
conference  games  have  been  definitely 
scheduled  for  the  baseball  season.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  sixteen  scheduled  games, 
other  games  are  pending  with  college 
teams  throughout  the  country  as  well  as 
games  with  independent  teams. 

Prospective  pitchers  and  catchers  are 
already  tossing  the  ball  around  in  an 
effort  to  get  ready  for  the  general  squad 
practice  that  is  slated  to  begin  early  in 
March.  At  the  present  time  thirteen 
men  have  reported  to  Coach  Brown  to 
try  out  as  pitchers,  while  four  men  have 
reported  for  the  catching  staff.  Those 
reporting  for  the  pitching  positions  are:

Castleberry,  Jr.,  Minden;  James  T.  Cas- 
key,  Jonesboro;  Emeric  Dennis  Juneau, 
Woodworth;  Lamar  Koon,  Boyce;  Willie 
Lutgring,  Abbeville;  Prentis  Murphy, 
Jonesboro;  W.  E.  Meredith,  Clarks;  Ot- 
tis  Morris,  Georgetown;  James  C.  Mc- 
Alister,  Shreveport;  Sidney  H.  Rhodes, 
Vivian;  Reginald  Tipton,  Ringgold;  and 
James  G.  Willis,  Doyline.  Prospective 
catchers  are:  Tommy  Bambrick,  Hous- 
ton, Texas;  Ralph  W.  Moore,  Saline;  Al 
Nicosia,  Winnsboro;  and  Glenn  Williams, 
Shreveport. 

The  present  schedule  calls  for  four 
games  each  with  Louisiana  College,  Lou- 
isiana Tech,  Southeastern  and  South- 
western. Two  of  the  games  with  each 
college  will  be  played  on  the  local  dia- 


mond, and  the  other  two  will  be  played 
on  their  home  fields. 

The  preliminary  dirt  work  on  the  new 
baseball  field  here  at  the  College  has 
been  completed,  and  crews  are  at  work 
getting  the  grass  planted  so  as  to  assure 
a  good,  level  playing  field.  The  erection 
of  a  backstop  and  seats  to  accommodate 
part  of  the  crowd,  at  least,  is  expected 
to  be  completed  by  the  time  of  the  first 
scheduled  home  game. 

The  site  for  the  baseball  field  is  on  the 
south  campus,  facing  Chaplin's  lake, 
which  is  a  most  desirable  location.  The 
grandstand  will  be  built  around  the  nat- 
ural slope  of  the  hill  facing  the  level 
ground  that  extends  to  the  lake. 
Although  very  little  is  known  about  the 
possible  strength  of  the  team.  Coach 
Brown  expects  to  have  a  large  number 
of  men  report  for  practice.  Every  posi- 
tion on  the  team  is  open  for  the  man 
who  can  make  it,  and  he  expects  to  put 
out  a  hustling  team  that  will  offer  good 
competition  to  all  the  teams  to  be  played 
this  season.

TWO  DEANS  NAMED  AT  COLLEGE— 
BOTH  ALUMNI 

Dr.  Clarence  E.  Dugdale  and  Dr.  John 
B.  Robson  were  appointed  deans  at  the 
College  during  the  fall  semester  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  Dr.  Dugdale 
was  made  Dean  of  the  School  of  Arts 
and  Sciences,  and  Dr.  Robson  was  made 
Dean  of  the  School  of  Education.  Inci- 
dentally, Drs.  Dugdale  and  Robson  both 
received  their  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
from  this  institution. 

Dr.  Dugdale  earned  his  Master's  de- 
gree in  English  at  the  University  of 
Texas  in  1932  and  his  Ph.  D.  degree  in 
1941  from  the  same  institution.  He  came 
back  to  his  alma  mater  in  1942  as  head 
of  the  Department  of  Languages  after 
having  spent  several  years  as  principal 
of  high  schools  in  Louisiana  at  Oil  City, 
Pioneer,  and  Arcadia,  followed  by  ten 
years  as  a  member  of  the  English  faculty 
at  University  of  Texas  and  one  year  as 
a  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  English 
department  at  Southwestern  Louisiana 
Institute. 

"Bunyan's  Court  Scenes"  and  "Whit- 
man's Knowledge  of  Astronomy"  are  two 
of  his  published  works.  He  is  listed  in  the 
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1942  Directory  of  American  Scholars,  is 
a  member  of  Louisiana  Teachecs  Asso- 
ciation, Louisiana  College  Conference, 
The  American  Association  of  University 
Professors,  and  the  Southern  Branch  of 
The   Modern   Languages   Association. 

Dr.  Robson  returned  to  Northwestern 
State  in  1945  as  Director  of  Teacher 
Training  and  Professor  of  Education 
from  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
where  he  had  been  serving  for  ten  years 
as  Assistant  Supervisor  of  High  Schools, 
Supervisor  of  Mathematics  and  Science, 
and  State  High  School  Supervisor,  re- 
spectively. Prior  to  his  service  in  the 
State  Department  of  Education,  Dr.  Rob- 
son had  served  in  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  as  classroom  teacher,  princi- 
pal, critic  teacher,  and  parish  super- 
visor. 

He  received  his  Master's  degree  from 
Louisiana  State  University  in  1936  and 
his  Ph.  D.  degree  from  George  Peabody 
College  in  1944.  Dr.  Robson  is  the  author 
of  "Louisiana's  Natural  Resources",  a 
textbook  used  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
State,  numerous  bulletins  on  education, 
and  contributions  to  Louisiana  Schools. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee of  Southern  Association  of  Sci- 
ence and  Industry,  the  Executive  Com- 
m  i  1 1  e  e  on  Resource-Use  Education 
(South  Central  Region),  the  Louisiana 
Teachers  Association,  The  National 
Education  Association,  Phi  Delta  Kappa, 
and  Kappa  Delta  Pi.

Cosmopolitan  Student  Body 

During  the  session  1946-1947,  the  Col- 
lege has  the  most  cosmopolitan  student 
body  ever  recorded  in  the  history  of  the 
school,  except  perhaps  the  Navy  school 
enrollment  during  the  war.  Representa- 
tives from  six  foreign  countries,  twenty- 
two  states,  and  the  District  of  Columbia 
were  registered  among  the  students,  not 
including  those  from  our  own  state  of 
Louisiana. 

Foreign  countries  represented  are  Co- 
lombia, Cuba,  Honduras,  Mexico,  Pana- 
ma, and  Puerto  Rico  with  twenty-four 
students.  States  other  than  Louisiana 
are  Alabama,  Arkansas,  California,  Con- 
necticut, Florida,  Illinois,  Kansas,  Ken- 
tucky, Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Missis- 
sippi, Missouri,  Montana,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  North  Carolina,  North  Da- 
kota, Ohio,  Oklahoma,  South  Carolina, 
Texas,  and  Virginia. 

All  the  foreign  students  represented 
are  Latin- Americans  and  come  from  our 
good  neighbors  to  the  south.  Most  of 
them  are  studying  English  and  a  for- 
eign language.  The  curricula  pursued 
range  from  Aviation  to  Home  Economics 
with  Agriculture,  Business  Administra- 
tion, Pre-Engineering,  Pre-Dentistry,  and 
Physical  Education  being  the  most  popu- 
lar selections.  Among  our  students  from 
other  states  in  the  U.  S.  the  range  of 
curricula  selected  covers  a  wider  scope. 

We  are  delighted  to  have  all  these 
students  with  us.  Their  presence  will  be 
good  for  the  school  and,  we  sincerely 
trust,  good  for  them.

Legislator's  Proposal  Gets  Cool 
Reception  at  NSC

Natchitoches,  La.,  Jan.  29. — Restric- 
tion of  state-supported  colleges  to  single 
curricula  with  specialization  in  one 
branch  of  learning  by  each  school  re- 
ceived a  cool  reception  when  it  was  sug- 
gested here  today  as  members  of  a  leg- 
islative subcommittee  met  with  North- 
western State  College  officials  in  a  fact- 
finding session. 

The  suggestion  was  made  by  State 
Senator  A.  A.  Fredericks,  Natchitoches, 
and  a  former  president  of  the  State  Col- 
lege here. 

"The  resources  of  Louisiana  are  not 
sufficient  to  take  care  of  more  than  one 
university,"  Fredericks  asserted.  "The 
policy  of  expanding  the  facilities  and 
curricula  of  all  state  colleges  has 
reached  a  competitive  stage  where  each 
one  thinks  it  must  have  the  same 
courses  to  offer  as  the  others." 

This,  he  said,  necessitates  paring  ap- 
propriations for  one  to  provide  for  the 
other  with  the  result  that  none  of  them 
can  be  alloted  the  money  to  provide  top- 
flight schools. 

Blames  Pressure  Groups 

"It  would  be  better,"  he  suggested,  "if 
we  had  the  finest  teachers'  college  in  the 
country  right  here,  the  finest  engineer- 
ing school  at  Tech,  the  finest  agricul- 
tural school  at  Southwestern  and  the 
finest  commerce  school  at  Southeastern 
— then  each  would  be  able  to  offer  a 
really  good  curricula." 

Much  of  the  expansion  he  charged  to 
activities  of  pressure  groups  outside  the 
school,  "commercial  clubs  who  feel  that 
they  must  help  the  school  in  their  com- 
munity to  be  the  equal  of  any  other." 

The  suggestion  was  opposed  by  Le- 
roy  Miller,  secretary  of  the  alumni 
association  here,  and  several  others  of 
the  group. 

"The  basic  philosophy  of  higher  edu- 
cation in  Louisiana  has  been  to  estab- 
lish each  school  to  be  of  the  greatest 
service  possible  to  the  people  in  the 
area  which  they  serve,"  Miller  de- 
clared. 

Heading  the  subcommittee  meeting 
here  today  is  Rep.  William  J.  Dodd, 
chairman  of  the  committee  on  higher 
education,  who  emphasized  that  the 
day's  activities  are  in  the  form  of  a 
fact-finding  session  rather  than  an  "in- 
vestigation." 

"I  am  a  graduate  of  Northwestern 
myself,  and  I'd  certainly  be  the  last  one 
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to  want  to  take  anything  away  from  it," 
Dodd  asserted.  "But  we  have  to  look  at 
the  educational  system  in  the  light  of 
the  needs  of  the  whole,  compared  with 
the  revenues  which  can  be  made  avail- 
able for  educational  purposes." 

One  Committeeman  Absent 

Fredericks  and  Bonnie  V.  Baker,  East 
Baton  Rouge  representative,  were  the 
only  other  committee  members  present. 
Rep.  Ragan  Madden,  Lincoln  parish,  is 
attending  a  session  of  the  Arkansas  Leg- 
islature with  another  legislative  com- 
mittee. 

Supporting  Miller's  contention,  I.  C. 
Strickland,  director  of  public  relations 
for  the  .school,  pointed  out  that,  if  the 
colleges  are  to  observe  the  basic  philos- 
ophy of  area  service,  they  assume  the 
responsibility  of  giving  the"  people  of 
their  respective  areas  the  best  it  is  pos- 
sible to  give  them. 

The  suggestion  that  the  colleges  are 
oompeljng  with  each  other  was  de- 
scribed by  C.  E.  Dugdale,  dean  of  the 
school  of  arts  and  sciences,  as  "in  an 
inaccurate  light." 

"The  present  condition  arose  not 
from  competition  among  the  schools, 
but  from  a  growing  public  demand, 
which  T  think  is  justifiable,"  he  said. 

He  suggested  that  now  is  an  appropri- 
ate time  for  education  authorities  to  be 
looking  ahead  towards  the  establishment 
of  even  greater  facilities. 

During  an  earlier  session  today  Fred- 
ericks referred  to  a  statement  made  re- 
cently by  Dr.  Rufus  Harris  in  which,  he 
said.  Dr.  Harris  claimed  that  all  state- 
supported  colleges  had  twice  the  enroll- 
ment now  that  they  had  in  the  past  and 
asked  for  confirmation. 

A  check  of  Northwestern  and  state 
department  records  revealed  the  enroll- 
ment at  the  present  time  here  is  1467, 
compared  with  an  enrollment  of  1663 
for  the  term  1939-40. 

Fredericks,  who  was  president  of  the 
local  schools  until  1940,  explained  that 
housing  conditions  were  much  more  fav- 
orable at  that  time  since  many  rooms 
were  available  in  private  homes  and 
many  students  commuted  to  the  school 
from  the  surrounding  area. 


Students  Cite  Problems 

Norman  Hanchey,  president  of  the 
student  body,  and  W.  R.  Bennett,  com- 
mander of  the  college  Veterans  of  For- 
eign Wars  post,  both  of  whom  are 
veterans,  described  some  of  the  problems 
confronting  veteran  students  and  sug- 
gested an  accelerated  course  such  as  was 
adopted  by  many  colleges  during  the 
war. 

"After  all,  the  veterans  are  older 
than  some  of  the  others  and  we  be- 
lieve that  we  should  be  able  to  take 
the  courses  as  fast  as  we  can  assimi- 
late them.  We  believe  that  some  ar- 
rangement should  be  made  to  cut  out 
some  of  the  unnecessary  parts  of  the 
curricula,  to  permit  us  to  get  the  edu- 
cation we  really  need  for  our  chosen 
line  of  work  with  the  least  possible 
delay,"  Hanchey  declared. 

"A  lot  of  us  could  progress  much  fast- 
er than  the  regulations  will  permit  us  to 
go  and  are  consequently  just  loafing, 
killing  time,"  he  added. 

The  accelerated  course  system  is  be- 
ing tried  in  some  other  states,  Bennett 
said,  and  veterans  are  not  getting  all 
the  credit  they  should  for  their  service 
to  their  country. 

Comparison's  Planned 

College  officials  have  been  asked  to 
make  available  to  the  subcommittee  the 
statistical  data  with  which  to  make  a 
comparative  analysis  with  other  schools 
in  the  system  and  in  other  states. 

The  subcommittee  is  scheduled  to 
report  their  findings  to  the  entire  leg- 
islative committee  at  a  meeting  in 
their  offices  at  the  State  Capitol  in 
Baton  Rouge  Friday  night. 

The  full  committee,  of  which  C.  H. 
Downs,  Alexandria,  is  chairman,  will 
meet  again  Saturday  to  hear  a  dele- 
gation of  veteran  students  at  South- 
western Louisiana  Institute,  Lafayette. 

Today's  session  was  the  first  of  a 
series  which  will  take  the  subcommittee 
to  SLI,  Louisiana  Polytechnic  Institute, 
Southeastern,  Grambling  college  and 
Southern  university  in  an  effort  to  iron 
out  some  of  the  problems  of  the  educa- 
tional system.
